Observations in 
1931940 and 1941

WASHINGTON—Thanksgiv ing Day is being observ ed wherev er the 
American flag flies, y et it was only a few y ears ago that the nation 
was sharply div ided ov er its observ ance. 
There were those who celebrated it one day , there were those who 
gav e their thanks—and ate their tu rkey —another day . In short, there 
were two Thanksgiv ing Day s. 
Those were the y ears of confu sion—1939 , 19 40 and 19 41—when 
America’s traditional holiday became a hotly debatable issu e. 
The story behind them has nev er been generally told. It had been 
the cu stom for many y ears, beginning with a proclamation by Abra­ 
ham Lincoln in 18 63, to observ e the last Thu rsday in Nov ember. 
This was normally the fou rth 
Thu rsday in the month, bu t in 
19 39 the last Thu rsday m Nov em­ 
ber was the fifth and it fell on 
the 30th. 
Early that au tu mn, one of Prest 
dent Franklin D. Roosev elt’s assis­ 
tants receiv ed a telephone call at 
tile White Hou se from Fred Laz 
aru s, of Colu mbu s, O., the head of 
a large department store there and 
in Cincinnati. 
Lazaru s asked the assistant to 
talk to two friends, a representa­ 
tiv e of Ohio retail merchants and 
an Ohio pu blisher. 


THE TWO MEN su bseq u ently 
arriv ed in Washington and told 
FDR’s assistant they wished to dis- 
s cu ss the Thanksgiv ing Day situ a­ 
tion with him. 
They pointed ou t the holiday 
fell that y ear on Nov . 30 and this 
left an u nu su ally short shopping 
period 
before 
Christmas.

Day cou ld be observ ed a week 
earlier, merchants wou ld benefit 
becau se there wou ld be an addi­ 
tional week of shopping and news­ 
papers wou ld obtain additional ad­ 
v ertising.

THE REPORT when made was 
fav orable and the President made 
the annou ncement that he was pro­ 
claiming Thanksgiv ing Day a week 
earlier that y ear. 
The annou ncement came like a 
bombshell. Some gov ernors—many 
of them Repu blican, bu t not all— 
declared their states wou ld ob­ 
serv e the last Thu rsday of the 
month.

When he finally to o k the 
plunge, two v eteran J apanese po litical 
leaders fo rmed a new Co nserv ativ e Party 
fo r the ex press purpo se o f kicking Yo shida 
o ut o f o ffice. He was fo rced to return to 
To ky o with alacrity . 
It is mo re than co incidental that Ade­ 
nauer and the J apanese p r e m i e r were 
bo th in Washingto n when they were knifed 
at ho me. It is a co mmentary o n the fact 
that bo th natio ns lean heav ily o n U. S. lead­ 
ership and aid to co mplete their reco nstruc­ 
tio n ard assimilatio n in the free-wo rld o r­ 
bit. Hence, while the U. S. is a paramo unt 
facto r in their respectiv e natio nal liv es, it 
is also the mo st co ntro v ersial issue. 
There is ho pe that Euro pean natio ns may 
so o n be able to fend fo r themselv es. It’s 
the Far East and J apan in particular that 
ma y pro v e to be the No . 1 headache o f the 
future. 


we can o nly do the best we can in a v ery 
tro ubled and co nfused wo rld. 
Certainly the recent electio n do es n o t 
pro v ide any guide to what the “ av erage 
American’’ thinks abo ut any thing. A l a n 
Valentine, who used to be President o f the 
Univ ersity o f Ro chester and has held im­ 
po rtant po sitio ns in the Go v ernment, re­ 
cently wro te:

B u t 
there still remain, alas, intransigent reac­ 
tio naries dev o ted to an o utwo rn liberal tra- 
ditiun; there are still so me self-o pinio nat­ 
ed descendants o f Vo ltaire and T h o m a s 
Paine, and o ur univ ersities still giv e asy ­ 
lum to perv erse pro fesso rs who are co n­ 
firmed addicts o f independent t h o u g h t . 
Were ¿1 no t fo r them, the natio n might al­ 
ready hav e attained full cerebral standard­ 
izatio n.” 
This 1 to o k to be satire because it is in 
an article entitled “ A Mo dest Pro po sal fo r 
the Care and Use o f Subv ersiv es,” which 
is a reminder o f Dean Swift’s suggestio n 
abo ut eating babies to av o id famine in Ire­ 
land. Satirical as these sentences may be, 
the idea do es prev ail amo ng to o many o f 
o ur citizens that because a go v ernment o f­ 
ficial say s so mething, it is ipso facto true 
and sho uld be accepted. 
The citizen’s pro blem, ho wev er, is no t so 
much to accept judgments as it is to get 
at facts; what he is being fed, ev en in the 
news, is pro paganda fro m a t h o u s a n d 
so urces. The “ self-o pinio nated descendants 
o f Vo ltaire and Tho mas Paine” need no t 
all be so -called liberals; they may be—and 
I think mo st o f them are — co nserv ativ es 
who fo rm a mino rity in a wo rld that is 
mo v ing to ward so cialsim. 
After the United States went to war, we

ATOMIC AGE AND YOUTH

ed ho mes, substandard health and welfare 
co nditio ns, and lack o f emplo y ment f o r 
teen-agers.

Dr. Daniel L. Seck- 
inger, public health directo r o f the D i s- 
trict o £ Co lumbia, say s parental fears o f 
ato mic warfare are co ntributing to the in­ 
crease in juv enile delinquency . In this pe­ 
rio d o f uncertainty and aggressio n it is be­ 
co ming difficult to influence y o uth, and 
particularly to co mbat that do n’t-care- 
what-happens attitude to ward so ciety and 
the future.

RABIES Is not, as m any p er­ 
sons believe, a seasonal hazard. 
W hile it is usually more prevalent 
during th e sum m er, rabid dogs 
and oth er anim als still roam 
freely and are just as dangerous 
In Novem ber and D ecem ber as 
in June. 
Hence, som e Instructions m ay 
be in order a t this tim e as to w h at 
to do in th e event of a dog bite. 
Wash the Wound 
F irst, w ash th e wound th or­ 
oughly for about fifteen m inutes. 
Use plenty of soap and running 
w ater. T his will remove m uch of 
th e a nim a l’s saliva and lessen th e 
chance of infection. 
Nex t, tak e th e victim to a phy ­ 
sician. He will probably w ash th e 
wound 
w ith 
green 
soap 
and 
w ater, th e n w ith a solution of an 
antiseptic such as one of th e 
q ua te r na r y a m m onium c om ­ 
pounds. 
V accina T reatm ent 
I 
tvould 
suggest anti-ra b ie s 
vaccine tre a tm e nt be sta rte d im ­ 
m ediately, if th e anim al ls be­ 
lieved or know n to have been 
rabid. T he virus reaches the brain 
th rough th e nerves; thus, th a 
closer th e bite to the brain, the 
quicker sym ptom s of rabies will 
appear. 
On th e average, it takes about 
eight to ten days before sym p­ 
tom s are noticed. However, th e 
tim e m ay vary from ten days to 
several m onths. 


O f course th e anim al m ust be 
apprehended, if a t all possible, 
and kept under observation for 
fifteen days. If, during this tim e, 
it shows a m arked change in be­ 
havior, has a tendency to hide, a 
stum bling gait and begins to de­ 
velop signs of paralysis, usually 
in th e lower jaw , It is a good bet 
th e anim al Is rabid. 
It has been estim ated by var­ 
ious sources th a t th e chances of 
getting rabies from 
a dog bite are 
from one in 1,200 to one in 2,100, 
if th e dog is rabid. 
Rabies Always Fatal 
D espite these odds, you m ust 
tak e all necessary precautions. 
T he odds against a person sur­ 
viving rabies w ithout anti-rabies 
tre a tm e nt are even greater. No 
one has ever done it. 
W hat m edical science is doing 
to com bat this m enace to you and 
your children will be discussed in 
tom orrow ’s column.

WASHINGTON UU — Failure of 
the Senate in 1954 to reach a vote 
on censuring Sen. M c C a r t h y 
wouldn't necessarily end the mat­ 
ter. 
The Senate 
could 
resume 
study of the problem as soon as 
the Democrats took over Congress 
in 1955. 
It could be done by a simple 
majority vote on a resolution next 
year to take up McCarthy’s case 
again. No doubt McCarthy’s Sen­ 
ate friends would fight it. 
Such a fight could delay the new 
weeks More time would be used 
if a majority approved the reso­ 
lution and, in due course, got 
around to debating censure again. 
A week ago the Senate seemed 
to have sufficient time to reach a 
vote. It came back Nov. 8 to con­ 
sider censure and had until its 
deadline of Dec. 24 to finish up. 
But last week, after McCarthy 
went to the hospital, with a bruised 
elbow and Congress’ official doctor 
said he would not be fit to return 
to the Senate for at least IO days, 
the Senate recessd until Nov. 29. 
If he returns that day his friends, 
although he reportedly wants a 
vote mav filibuster to prevent vot­ 
ing 
before 
Christmas 
Eve. 
If 
there’s no vote by then, there can 
be none in 1954. Several of Mc­ 
Carthy’s friends have said there 
will be no effort to prevent a de­ 
cision this year. 
It’s anybody’s guess what the 
Senate will do U McCarthy or a 
doctor says he can’t return Nov. 
29. 
This is why the Senate must vote 
by Dec. 24 or not at all in 1954: 
Any legislation — a resolution 
comes under that head — offered 
in a Congress, ends with that Con­ 
gress. It does not carry over into 
the next Congress. 
On Aug. 2 the present Senate 
approved a resolution — No. 301 — 
setting up a select committee to 
consider charges that McCarthy’s 
conduct should be censured. Tile 
committee was headed by Sen. 


Watkins (R-Utah). 
Any action the present Senate 
took on Resolution No. 301 would 
have to be completed before the 
84th Congress took over. If the 
84th wanted to resume the McCar­ 
thy case, it could do so only by a 
new resolution. 
On Aug. 20, with its business 
finished for the year, the House 
adjourned. It could not return un- 
| less President Eisenhower called 
it back in special session. But on 
Aug. 20 the Senate was far from 
finished. 
It would have to consider censure 
for McCarthy if the Watkins com­ 
mittee recommended that, as it did 
later. So House and Senate agreed 
that the latter could go on work- 


I ing but no later than Dec. 24. 
The Senate could not continue 
debate on McCarthy beyond Dec. 
24 unless the House came back and 
voted approval Eisenhower would 
hardly call a special session just 
for that. 
But next year’s Senate could 
pick up the problem of censuring 
McCarthy if a senator introduced 
a resolution to do so and a major- 
I ity approved.

President Lincoln

First proclaimed holiday. 
He moved holiday forward,

WASHINGTON—Thanksgiving Day is being observed wherever the 
American flag flies, yet it was only a few years ago th a t the nation 
was sharply divided over its observance. 
There were those who celebrated It one day, there were those who 
gave their thanks—and ate their turkey—another day. In short, there 
were two Thanksgiving Days. 
Those were the years of confusion—1939, 1940 and 1941—when 
Am erica's traditional holiday became a hotly debatable issue. 
The story behind them has never been generally told. It had been 
the custom for many years, beginning with a proclam ation by Abra­ 
ham Lincoln in 1863, to observe the last Thursday in November. 
This was normally the fourth 
Thursday in the month, but in 
1939 the last Thursday in Novem­ 
ber was the fifth and it fell on 
the 30th. 
Early th at autum n, one of Presi­ 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt’s assis­ 
ta n ts received a telephone call at 
the W hite House from Fred Laz­ 
arus, of Columbus, O., the head of 
a large departm ent store there and 
in Cincinnati. 
Lazarus asked the assistant to 
talk to two friends, a representa­ 
tive of Ohio retail m erchants and 
an Ohio publisher. 


THE TH O MEN subsequently 
arrived in W ashington and told 
FD R’s assistant they wished to dis­ 
cuss the Thanksgiving Day situa­ 
tion with him. 
They pointed out the holiday 
fell th a t year on Nov. 30 anti this 
left an unusually short shopping 
period 
before 
Christm as. 
They 
suggested 
th at 
if Thanksgiving 
Day could be observed a week 
earlier, m erchants would benefit 
because there would be an addi­ 
tional week of shopping and news­ 
papers would obtain additional ad­ 
vertising. 
This in turn, they added, would 
help business and increase employ­ 
m ent, two im portant considera­ 
tions a t a tim e when there were 
m any people out of work. 


When the proposal was present­ 
ed to President Roosevelt, he told 
his assistant it seemed worthwhile

THE REPORT when made was 
favorable and the President made 
the announcement th a t he was pro­ 
claiming Thanksgiving Day a week 
earlier th at year. 
The announcement came like a 
bombshell. Some governors—many 
of them Republican, but not all— 
declared their states would ob­ 
serve the last Thursday of the 
month. 
Heated 
newspaper

torials were w ritten condemning, 
and praising, the move. 
So, in 1939, two days were ob­ 
served as Thanksgiving. The same 
was true in 1940 and 1941 when 
FDR advanced the holiday again.

THE ASIAN CAULDRON 
NEARLY IO YEARS after the end of 
World War II, the instability of the two 
major defeated nations, Japan and Ger­ 
m any, is revealed alm ost the m o m e n t 
their neads of government turn their backs. 
Chancellor Adenauer was forced to hur­ 
ry back to Benn, after a brief visit to the 
U. S., when his coalition cabinet started to 
come apart at the seam s over his S a a r 
agreem ent with France. Prem ier Yoshida 
of Japan w asn’t able to start on a planned 
world tour for a long time due to opposi­ 
tion party static. When he finally took the 
plunge, 
two 
veteran Japanese political 
leaders formed a new Conservative Party 
for the express purpose of kicking Yoshida 
out of office. He was forced to return to 
Tokyo with alacrity. 
It is more than coincidental that Ade­ 
nauer and the Japanese p r e m i e r were 
both in Washington when they were knifed 
at home. It is a commentary on the fact 
that both nations lean heavily on U. S. lead­ 
ership and aid to complete their reconstruc­ 
tion ard assim ilation in the free-world or­ 
bit. Hence, while the U. S. is a paramount 
factor in their respective national lives, it 
is also the most controversial issue. 
There is hope that European nations may 
soon be able to fend for them selves. It’s 
the Far East and Japan in particular that 
m ay prove to be the No. I headache of the 
future. 


ATOMIC AGE AND YOUTH 
JUVENILE DELINQUENCY, widely re­ 
garded as a problem that requires drastic 
action, is being attacked by many of the 
nation’s keenest minds There are m a n y 
contributing factors, including m aladjust­ 
ed hom es, substandard health and welfare 
conditions, and lack of em ploym ent f o r 
teen-agers. 
An authority on the subject now offers a 
brand new suggestion. Dr. Daniel L. Seck- 
inger, public health director of the D i s- 


troubled and confused world. 
Certainly the recent election does n o t 
provide any guide to what the “average 
Am erican” thinks about anything. A l a n 
Valentine, who used to be President of the 
University of Rochester and has held im­ 
portant positions in the Government, re­ 
cently wrote: 
“. . .Good citizens are recognizing that 
deference to popular opinion is their high­ 
est civic virtue, that he who questions the 
wisdom of the majority is unworthy of 
their tolerance, that private doubts cannot 
be haroored in democratic society. B u t 
there still remain, alas, intransigent reac­ 
tionaries devoted to an outworn liberal tra- 
ditiun; there are still some self-opinionat­ 
ed descendants of Voltaire and T h o m a s 
Paine, and our universities still give asy­ 
lum to perverse professors who are con­ 
firmed addicts of independent t h o u g h t . 
Were jt not for them, the nation might al­ 
ready have attained full cerebral standard- 
i ization.” 
This I took to be satire because it is in 
an article entitled “A Modest Proposal for 
the Care and Use of Subversives,” which 
; is a reminder of Dean Swift’s suggestion 
about eating babies to avoid famine in Ire­ 
land. Satirical as these sentences may be, 
the idea does prevail among too many of 
our citizens that because a government of­ 
ficial says something, it is ipso facto true 
and should be accepted. 
The citizen’s problem, however, is not so 
much to accept judgments as it is to get 
at facts; what he is being fed, even in the 
news, is propaganda from a t h o u s a n d 
sources. The “self-opinionated descendants 
of Voltaire and Thomas Paine” need not 
all be so-called liberals; they may be—and 
I think most of them are — conservatives 
who form a minority in a world that is 
moving toward socialsim . 
After the United States went to war, we 
were all told that we must love our ally, 
Russia. A propaganda that reached down 
to the elem entary grades in the schools 
told of the wonders of Soviet Russia. Any­ 
one who questioned the wisdom of t h i s 
propaganda was called a Fascist, pro-Nazi, 
pro-Japanese, a Hitler-defender, an anti- 
Semite.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Rabies Still A Threat 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
RABIES Is not, as many per­ 
sons believe, a seasonal hazard. 
While it is usually more prevalent 
during the summer, rabid dogs 
and other animals still roam 
freely and are just as dangerous 
In November and December as 
in June. 
Hence, some Instructions may 
be In order at this tim e as to what 
to do in the event of a dog bite. 
Wash the Wound 
First, wash the wound thor­ 
oughly for about fifteen minutes. 
Use plenty of soap and running 
water. This will remove much of 
the anim al’s saliva and lessen the 
chance of infection. 
Next, take the victim to a phy­ 
sician. He will probably wash the 
wound 
with 
green 
soap 
and 
water, then with a solution of an 
antiseptic such as one of the 
qu atern ary am m onium com ­ 
pounds. 
Vaccine Treatment 
I 
would suggest anti-rabies 
vaccine treatm ent be started im­ 
m ediately, lf the animal Is be­ 
lieved or known to have been 
rabid. The virus reaches the brain 
through the nerves; thus, the 
closer the bite to the brain, the 
quicker symptoms of rabies will 
appear. 
On the average, it takes about 
eight to ten days before symp­ 
toms are noticed. However, the 
tim e may vary from ten days to 
several months. 


Of course the animal must be 
apprehended, if at all possible, 
and kept under observation for 
fifteen days. If, during this time, 
it shows a marked change in be­ 
havior, has a tendency to hide, a 
stum bling gait and begins to de­ 
velop signs of paralysis, usually 
In the lower jaw, It is a good .bet 
the anim al is rabid. 
It has been estimated by var­ 
ious sources that the chances of 
getting rabies from a dog bite are 
from one in 1,200 to one in 2,100, 
if the dog is rabid. 
Rabies Always Fatal 
Despite these odds, you must 
take all necessary precautions. 
The odds against a person sur­ 
viving rabies without anti-rabies 
treatm ent are even greater. No 
one has ever done it. 
W hat medical science is doing 
to combat this menace to you and 
your children will be discussed In 
tomorrow’s column.

NEW YORK—Movieland is full of characters, but none stranger 
Akan that brand-new race of “actors” billed as the Kinemins. 
* To be sure, they are only puppets, one-third life size and with insides 
made of steel and aluminum, but there all resemblance ends with their 
brothers and sisters in the nursery. 
For the Kinemins, carrying a price tag of $3,000 each, are little 
people with a real personality, capable of responding to electronic 
commands to smile, cry, twitch an eye-brow, wrinkle their nose, pucker 
their lips or frown in anger. In short, they are the first puppets built 
to change their facial expressions at the turn of a distant dial. 
These amaitng miniatures, human replicas down to the most minute 
detail, are currently starred in 
their 
first 
movie, 
Hansel 
and 
Gretel, a colorful adaptation of 
Ikumperdinck’s 
well - loved 
chil­ 
dren’s opera based on the Grimm 
fairy tale. 
Michael Myerberg, a well-known 
Broadway producer, got the idea 
of presenting life-like three-dimen­ 
sional figures on the screen 15 
years ago. By the time he realized 
his dream, he had spent over $600,- 
000 in developmental work alone 
and w’as employing a veritable 
[army of experts—sculptors, tech- 
Ihicians, doctors, chemists, dancers, 
animators and dressmakers. 
•

TUE KINEMINS are not moved 
by strings or any other attach­ 
ment. The feet are magnetized, so 
they are able to remain standing in 
any position desired. To create the 
illusion of smooth movement on 
the screen, animators — working 
through trap doors in the scenery 
I—move the little figures a fraction 
■rf an inch each time the camera 
[clicks off another frame. This is 
know n as the top-motion technique. 


The workmanship that goes into 
each of the puppets is almost in­ 
credible. First the figure is laid 
out on the drawing board, then 
it is sculptored and split in half. 
* 
• 
* 
AN INDIVIDUAL armature of 
complex bearings and “feelers” is 
micrometrically, fitted Into one of 
the halves so as to duplicate the 
natural joints and major muscles 
of the body. The entire figure is 
then covered with a rubbery, as­ 
tonishingly skin-like substance that 
is soft and pliable. 
The job doesn’t end there, how­ 
ever. Once the wardrobe depart­ 
ment gets through, and the head 
is covered with human hair, the 
camera people move in for “screen 
test.” “Quite a few of my. boys 
and girls failed to make it,” sighs 
“Papa” Myerberg. 
For each of the Kinemins, Myer- 
berg’s artists create an “extra," 
just in case of accidents, and a 
separate head for close-ups. Elec­ 
trical impulses from a complex, 
12-unit machine control the ex­ 


pressions. According to Myerberg, 
each face is capable of some 800,- 
000 variations in looks as It be­ 
comes animated by the pulsations. 
To assure his figures of complete 
naturalness or movement, Myer­ 
berg had his cameramen shoot 
thousands of feet of film of chil­ 
dren going through the same mo­ 
tions as were required of his pup­ 
pets. Ballet dancers and medical 
specialists 
were 
brought In to 
check on muscle movements. 
» 
• 
• 
AS TUE PUPPETS stood fas­ 
tened to the magnetized stage, ani­ 
mators were able to take advan­ 
tage of their perfect construction 
which permitted such small action 
as the crooking of a finger. 
Myerberg started work on his 
puppets at the old Fort Lee studio 
in New Jersey. Today he runs his 
studio-factory In a rickety old 
brownstone on M anhattan’s East 
Side. 
The wide stage on which his ar­ 
tists created the Hansel and Gretel 
wonderland of the dark woods, the 
broommaker’s house and the gin­ 
gerbread cottage once was used 
as a dance floor for Italian, Greek 
and Polish festivities. Each build- 
; ing 
was 
constructed 
cardboard 
1 fashion to allow walls to be re­ 
moved and give the cameras a 
convenient peek inside. 
No one could be prouder of his 
puppets than Myerberg, who calls 
them his “children.” Best of all, 
! he boasts, “I’ve gdt something all 
Hollywood will envy me for—ac­ 
to rs who don’t talk back!”

FOREST GLEN is the Maryland 
annex of the Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center, to which ambula­ 
tory patients are transferred after 
their stay in Washington.
